BANK CLERKS POORLY PAID 


Men Who Actually Handle Currency 
In Large Sum s Receive Sm all 
Remuneration. 


In talking with a bank clerk ac­ 
quaintance not long ago the Office 
Window learned something of the in­ 
side of bank management. 
The bank 
where our informant had been em­ 
ployed for many years, It seems, had 
passed through two or three consoli­ 
dations. 
With each consolidation our 
friend’s position had been mad© less 
financially 
attractive, 
while 
the 
amount of work that was required in 
his particular department was neces­ 
sarily much Increased. 
In this bank 
any change In the salaries of any one 
of the hundred or more clerks must 
be approved and recommended to the 
bank m anagement by the chief clerk, 
the tenure of whose office largely de­ 
pends upon his ability to keep down 
bank operating expenses. 
In the old days the president of this 
bank received $12,000 per annum. To­ 
day the preaident draws $35,000 a 
year and has two or three vice-presi­ 
dents to aid him. 
These vice-presi­ 
dents have annual salaries ranging be­ 
tween $6,000 and $7,000. 
As will be 
seen, the emoluments of the hank’s
